Arrangements for the sale of the issue 
of $399.000 4 per cent redemption bonds 
are rapidly nearing completion under the 
direction of Comptroller J. H. Goldsmith 
It is probable that the advertisements 
will soon be inserted in the financial pa- 
pers. 

The sale of the bonds recalls the bogus 
bid that was submitted two years ago, 
which made the members of the finance 
committee gasp for breath.

“Here,” declared Comptroller Gold- 
smith, after glancing over a bid, “is one 
from a man who says he will take the 
entire issue at 1.06.”"’ 

“What?” yelled the members of the 
committee as they jumped to their feet.

So the Trustees: of Southern 
Car Company Allege 


In a Petition Filed in United States 
Court at Chattanooga, Trustees 
Make Sensational Charges, 
Involving a Number 
of Banks. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., October 24.—A pe- 
tition was filed in the United States court 
here today by Thomas G. Bush, Thomas 
A. Gillespie and O, L, Hurlburt, trustees 
in bankruptcy of the Southern Car and 
Foundry Campany, against the Export 
Storage Company, Security Warehousing 
Company, National Security Company 
and a long list of banks doing business in 
all parts of the United States, making 
sensationa] allegations under oath. It Is 
given out that criminal proceedings will 
result. 

In the petition it is alleged that the 
Southern Car and Foundry Company, 
through its officers, on yvune 18, 190}, 
entered into a contract with the Export 
Storage Company, leasing the plantg of 
the company at Lenoir and Memphis, 
Tenn., and at Gadsden and Anniston, 

la., and also an agreement by. which 
the storage company claimed to have 
leased to it persona] property and to issue 
for it ware house receipts. 

It is alleged that at the same time the 
car company made an agreement with, 
the Security Warehousing Company 
whereby the latter company agreed to 
receive in storage upon the premises, 
so claimed to be leased to it, personal 
property and to issue receipts therefor. 
It is further stated that since that time 
various receipts have been issued by the 
warehousing company at the various 
plants, and that the car company has 
pledged these receipts as collateral se- 
curity for money borrowed from banks 
all over the United States, and later the 
National Security Company made a con- 
tract by which it agreed to guarantee to 
the holders of the receipts that all ob- 
ligations should be kept. 

Charges of Trustees. 

The trustees alleged that the property 
kept in alleged storage was not in any 
way separated from the property of the 
car company; that no signs were put up 
to indicate the claims of the ware house- 
ing companies! that the latter never took 
possession and that the alleged car com- 
pany had free access to all materials 
and that the alleged custodians of the 
ware house companies were paid by the 
car company. 

It is claimed that after these contracts 


tinued to carry ,.on its operations as be- 
fore, and that the company dealt with 
the material on the premises without 
regard to whether ware house receipts 
were issued for them or not. It is claim- 
ed that the only requirements was that 
the total quantities of the materials of 
teh various classes on hand and in man- 
ufacture should equa! the aggregate 
amount of receipts outstanding. 

It is claimed that since the company 
went into the hands of rece!vers, the 
| ware housing company has placed tags 
on matter at the various plants and that 
at the Anniston and Memphis plants, 


and that the ware house receipts out- 
standing ex4eed one million dollars. 
The petitioners allege the whole pur- 


ner was with the knowledge and consent 
of the ware housing company. 
Device of Bookkeeping. 

“While record entries were made of 
said receipts and of the property cherein 
described by the so-called custodian and 
sometimes ‘tags’ were indiscriminately 
placed on various piles of material in 
possession of the Southern Car and 
Foundry Company, this constituted prac- 
tically the whole transaction, so that at 
the time the receipts held by @h:e defen- 
dants were issued, the, said ware housing 
system was, in effeet, nothing more than 
a device of bookkeeping to which the op- 
erating department of the Seuthern Car 
and Foundry Company paid no attention 
whatsoever.’’ 
‘After charging that the state laws of 
Alabama and Tennessee were not oheyed 
In registering the charters on the ware 


| housing companies, the receiver, charged 


that all of the receipts held by the de- 
fendants were issued while the Southern 
Car and Foundry Company was insol- 
vent, most of them within four months 
preceding the bankruptcy, and “that said 
attempted transfers and incumbrances 
were, in fact and in law, a fraud on 
the creditors of the car company.” 

A previous order had been issued by 
Judge Clark placing the receivérs in pos- 
session of aH this property, and on the 
petition filed today an injunction was 


'fssued to prevent the sale or disposal of

Mr. Wells, of course, 
frankly called one of his most recent 
works “Anticipations,’’ and mo ONe who 
has read “The War of Worlds,’”’ ‘“‘When 
jhe Sleeper Wakes” or ‘The First Men 
in the Moon” needs to be told with what 
readiness their author forecasts probable 
developments of sclence. It is a truism, 
too, that half the epoch-making achieve- 
ments of inventors during the last decade 
Were prophesied by the veteran writer 
of “Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
§ea.”’ 
As Wells’ new ‘‘wonder story,” “The 
Food of the Gods,"’ is soon to appear se- 
Tially in the United States as wel] as in 
this country, it may not be amiss to be- 
gin by telling where it, as well as the 
@uthor’s recent ‘‘Mankind in the Mak- 
ing,” was written. Wells, whose indif- 
ferent health requires that he have the 
best air that is to be found, has deserted 
London altogether as a place of resi- 
dence, and hag built him a cottage on a 
cliff close to the little seaside town of 
Sandgate. There is a garden attached 
to Spade house, as Wells has named his 
abode, and about this it is the writer's 
chiefest delight to potter when he thinks 
his imagination needs a rest. But per- 
haps one of the most interesting things 
about the place is what Mr. Wells calls 
his “outdoor study.” This is a 
building, something like a summer house, 
except that ft is inclosed and both lighted 
and heated by electricity, and to it thé 
author repairs when he feels it necessary

Img little room, entirely apart from its 
associations. Its remarkable neatness is 
the first thing you notice about it—Wells 
vbominates anything like litter. In fact, 
he uSes an extremely smal} writing table 
in order to avoid having letters and man- 
uscripts getting piled up thereupon. His 
‘‘copy’’ is almost as clear as print. 

Wells’ study-library is remarkable. Of 
course, the great philosophers are well 
represented therein, especially Schopen- 
hauer, whom Wells says he considers 
“the master of masters in thought,” but 
there are many modern novels as well, 
most of the volumes being presentation 
copies. These latter include works by 
Henry James, Stephen Crane, W. W. 
Jacobs, Pett Ridge (Wells’ particular 
chum), and Algernon Gissing. Then there 
are the writer's own works—both in Eng- 
lish and the foreign tongues into which 
they have been translated. The number 
of these is surprising, Wells having 
“done” into French, Italian, German, 
Czech, Polish, Russian, Norwegian, Swe- 
dish, Danish and Spanish! The study, 
too, is interesting on account of the “‘lit- 
erary portraits’’ which adorn its walls. 

J. M. Barrie and Robert Louis Stey- 
enson beam down on the author of “The 
Time Machine,” and there is also a pic- 
ture of Stephen Crane, for whom Wells 
had a great admiration, and one of the 
late W. E. Henley.

Sir Henry Durand is at present British 
ambassador at Madrid, 

Sir Henry Durand left London yester- 
day for Madrid, where, at his own de- 
sire, he will personally announce his pro- 
motion. The selection of Sir Henry to 
succeed Sir Michael Herbert was ag gur- 
prise to most people here, chiefly be- 
cause he has never had any official 
connection with Washingten. 

The Associated Press learns that Sir 
Henry has frequently expressed a great 
liking for Americans and gq desire to go to 
the United States. His promotion comes 
more or less in the ordinary course of 
diplomatic changes, but one of the strong- 
est recOmmendations which appealed to 
Moreigr Secretary Lansdowne was Sir 
Henry's reputation of being an excellent 
lawyer. A similar qualification had 
much to do with the late Lord Paunce- 
fote’s selection. 

The new ambassador will speedily bid 
farewell to the Spanish court, and pro- 
ceed to the United Statas without delay.

Washington, October 24.—Lieutenant 
Robert BD. Pedry, U. & WN. the An 
explorer, in an address tonight before a 
National Geographical Society of this 
city, discussed plans for his next expedi- 
tion to the north pole. In disagreeing 
with the opinion of the president of the 
Royal Geographica) Society of London 
after Nansen’s voyage, “that we have 
practically reached the north pole and 
know all that it is necessary to know 
about it,” Lieutenant Peary said: 

“Two hundred and sixty miles from the 
pole is a long ways from the actugl at- 
tainment of the pole, and to aasert that 
the secret of the pole has beeg pene- 
trated and the veil lifted at that range, 
and that the economics of the polar basin 
have been revealed, when 3,000,000 square 
miles of it have not been trodden by 
human foot or seen by human eye, is an 
enthusiastic view.”

FROEFSIN’S 
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- HOLDING COTTON. 


The Independent Farmer. 

It seems that the prevailing opinion 
throughout the country is that the crop 
of cotton now being harvested will fall 
short of the demands for manufacture 
and consumption. It is Seldom that a 


face of this apparent consensus of judg- 
ment the price has dropped to 9 Cents in 
cur inland southern markets and seems 
wavering, undetermined whether to re- 
cover the early season's figure or go Still 
lower. The farmers’ advisers, some Of 
whom are themselves cotton growers, in- 
sist on “marketing cotton slowly,”’ just 
enough to keep up the price. They are 
advised to sell so much each month 4nd 
not to throw the entire crop on the mar- 
ket in the course of a few months, One 
writer argues that as it takes twelve 
months to produce a crop of cotton and 
the cotton mills must run twelve months 
in the year, that therefore the farmers 
should take twelve months to dispose of 
their products, instead of crowding it 
into market in one-third of that period. 
It is hard for a rarmer to decided whether 
it would be wise to “hold’’ his cotton for 
a better price, or sell it as fast as he can 
get it ready. If all, or nearly all, could 
be induced to act as one many—to act 
in concert—it might be well to put an 
‘“‘upset’’ price on the cotton crop and sell 
Only as that price, or something better, 
shall be offered. 

Concerted action {s greatly to be de- 
sired in a matter of this sort, it would 
Reem. Wouldn't it be a monster ‘strike’ 
if all the formers, or as large a propor- 
tion of them as the percentage of miners, 
‘ailway workers, etc., that usually go 
into a strike, should agree to put their 
interests in the hands of a president, or 
master farmer and let him say when and 
ut what price to sell?

MEN ARE CRUSH 


BY FALL OF ROCK 


More Lives Are Lost in the 
New York Subway, 


Six Men Taken Out and Probably 
Ten Others Are in the Debris. 
Leg of One Workman Am- 
putated While He Is 
Imprisoned.

New York, October 24.—The total] of 
lives lost in the gigantic undertaking to 
provide New Yorkers with rapid transit, 
known as the “subway,’’ was materially 
added to tonight when a series of blasts 
at One hundred and ninety-fifth street 
and Broadway loosened many tong of 
rock, which fell on a gang of men. en- 
gaged at work in the tunnel. At mid- 
night two dead men had been taken out, 
two others were lying in view with huge 
rocks on them, four seriously injured had 
been taken out, and it was estimated 
there were perhaps ten other men buried 
beneath the mass of stone, 

The section of the tunnel. where the 
fatality occurred is one of the most dif- 
ficult in the whole line, being built 
through All through the 
twenty-four hours of the day men are 
working there and progress is slow. 

Tonight a gang of men went on duty 
at 6 o'clock and preparations were made 
for blasts. According to the Story of a 
colored man employed on the work, an 
electrician went into the mouth of the 
tunnel to string wires. He wag followed 
by about seventeen or eighfeeh- Italians. 
The men had scarcely entered the tun 
ne] when three blasts were heard, fol- 
lowed by a rumbling sound; and down 
on top of the men felj tons upGn tons of 
rocks which had been loosened, 

Some of the men who wefe in the 
rear had time to escape, put the greater 
number were caught and buried before 
they had time to stir in their tracks. 

Two of the men pinned ‘down were so 
badly crushed that it was evident they 
eould not live. To relieve their agony 
the hospital. physicians administered 
morphine. , 

Another pathetic incident was the am- 
putation of a leg of an imprisoned work- 
man.

The latter Used the.con- 
sul general's lIctter as evidence before 
the judicial authorities and Mr. Pearson, 
not appearing, he was sentenced by de- 
fault.

Germans Pleased with Work of 
American Dogs. 

Berlin, October 24.—The trial given to 
American bloodhounds by the Kile} police 
resulted in so many extra arrests and 
is striking such terror into the hearts 
of miscreants, that the miinster of the 
interior recommends the employment of 
bioodhounds as assisiants of regular po- 
licemen throughout the land. The ques- 
tion is, however, where to get the re- 
quired number of bloodhounds, seeing 
that Belgium, too, has commenced to 
employ them. 


DEMAND THEIR SEPARATION. 


Petitions About Church and State 
Sent to Spanish Government. 
Madrid, October 24.—The government 
is overwhelmed with petitions demanding 
separation of state and church. There 
are also many petitions advocating the 
expulsion of the religious orders, confisca-

A European genera] in the Turkish serv- 
ice is to be appointed to command the 
gendarmerie and will be assisted by an 
adequate number of Russian and <Aus- 
trian officers acquainted with the 
language of the country, and, if neces: 
sary, by an Austrian and Russian non- 
commissioned officer.

to the better.distribution of the various 
communities and the crgeatinn of sphere., 
Bulgarian, Albanian, Seryian, etc., that 
shall be more homogenious in nationality 
and religion.

ations were made in the constitution of 
| the association. The latter, being mainly 
‘to confirm the national agreement, were 
. in regard to the salary limits of the vari- 
Ous leagues. The drafting prices from 
lower to higher leagues, the prohibiting 
of exhibition games during the scheduled 
season and the provisions for the ac- 
quisition of territory by class ‘“‘A’’ clubs 
from those in class “B’’ for a fixed com- 
pensation. 

A committee composed of President 
P. T. Powers, M. F. Sexton and Secre- 
tary Farrell, was appointed to attend 
the meeting of the national commission 
in Cincinnati next Monday and take 
care of the interests of the minor leagues 
there, the drafting price of players and 
other matters pertaining to the national 
and American leagues being left to the 
Jatter. In regard to a salary limit, it was 
decided that for class “‘A’”’ this should 
be placed at $2,400; for class ‘‘B”’ at 
$1,800; class “C’’ $1,000 and class “‘D” 
$800. The penalty for a violation of this 
is the release of any player making com- 
plaint, from the club which has exceeded 
the limit and the fining of the club guilty 
of the offense the sum of $500. 

In case a club refuses to pay this pen- 
ality, the protection of the national asso- 
ciation wil] be withdrawn from the league 
unti, satisfactory arrangement has been 
made to assure a settlement. 

The association did not give out any- 
thing in regard to the drafting price of 
players from the clubs in its jurisdiction 
to the Nationaj or American Leagues, and 
the latter will undoubtediy remain at the 
present figures—$750. 

The drafting prices from each league 
in the association, however, Were fixed as 
foliows: From class B, $500; from ciass 
C, $300; from class D, $200. The draft- 
ing s@€ason Was arranged as _ follows: 
From October 15 to November 15 for 
class A; from November 15 to December 
15 for class B; from December !5 to 
January 15 for class C. 

The drafting season for the American 
and National League runs from Septem- 
ber | to October !, coming before the

If you have shuddered at the sight of 
an animal or human being in the coils 
of a huge serpent or boa constrictor, con- 
sider that his contrictile power is, com- 
pared with that of an elephant, as the 
strength of a babe compared with that of 
& giant. 

Fancy yourself in this position, if you 
can: Lying recumbent , prene upon your 
back, and above you the weight of fine 
‘tons of living bone and muscle. So close 
is it upon you that on your breast and 
sides you can: fee} it touching. Then try 
to conceive of the possibility of this 
mammoth mass of matter, governed as it 
is by a minute brain, concluding to sét- 
tle still further down upon you. There 
could not be the slightest possibility of 
your escaping instant death. 

If you are even-minded enough to pic- 
ture mentally such situations you CAan 
then realize the experlence undergone 
twice daily by William Emery, the chief 
elephant trainer with the Barnum & 
Bailey circus, now filling a two weeks’ 
engagement at Thirty-fifth street ané¢ 
Wentworth avenue. 

Emery is a native of one of the river 
counties of Illinois, who, a score of years 
ago, when a boy, joined a circus. He 
zoon developed a natura] aptitude in the 
handling of wild animals, particuiarly 
elephants, and in a very few years be- 
véme recognized as the most successful 
trainer in the country. He now ha 
charge of the great herd of thirty ele- 
phants with the Barnum & Bailey show. 
fie is a large man, a little over 6 fee 
in height, and wegghing nearly 200 
pounds. He is very gentile in ma-yner and 
Soft of speech, but when handling h' 
large herd of elephants his voice becomes 
sharp and incisive, and each elephant in 
the herd knows that he must obey, and 
does so. 

Emery might be called distinctively a 
twentieth century animal trainer. ' He 
disdains teaching elephants the old-time 
feats and tricks which delighted us in our 
childhood, but under his skillful tuition 
elephants learn to do things heretofore

Elephants in Battle. 

One of the chief displays he makes of 
his skill as a trainer is having a herd of 
eight small elephants enact a battle 
acene. They are half-grown elephants, 
ach weighing about three tons, and 
ranging from four to six years of age. 
They enter the arena in single file, each 
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holding on to the tail of the one in front 
Once in the arena they form in Hne un- 
der the command of General Emery. 
They go through military evolutions, 
marching and counter-marching, and then 
comes the bivouac and they all retire fo’ 
the night, their commander falling asleep 
beside them. Presently a shot is heard. 
One of the elephants arises, goes to the 
commander, seizes him by the arm and 
arouses him. He springs to his feet. 
gives the command and the elephants 
immediately form in battle array. Twvu 
cannon ire brought in which are fired 
rapidly by the elephants. Two of them 
fall fiot upon their sides, while General 
Emery himself likewise falls prone upon 
his back. One of them, wounded in one 
of his feet, seizes the white flag of truce 
in his proboscis and waves it as a signa) 
of surrender, and then stands above his 
fallen commander. 

Two other elephants, namely Peter and 
Paul, selze an American flag, carry it 
over and spread it across the prostrate

Should. either of these elephants feel or 
think him slipping, or from any other 
cause determine to coll their trunks up 
more closely, they would, unless acting 
simultaneously, twist his head off. 

The natural tendency of an elephant is 
to bring everything he carries up as close 
to himself as possible, and he d@es it by 
colling his trunk upward and inwagd. 

Likewise the great danger of his posi- 
tion is shown when he causes an ele- 
phant to kneel down upon him.

I began 
training them only last winter when we 
returned from “‘urope. and every day I 
put them throu.h their act three or four 
times. 

“To accustom them to bear the burden 
of my weight I first began with a straw 
dummy, .which weighed only 3 or 4 
pounds. I aided to this dummy about a 
pound in weight every day until the 
weight of the dummy equaled my own. 
I placed around the neck of the dummy 
an iron band which had sharp pointe

In handling 
elephants eternal yigilance is always the 
price. of life. I have never known an ex-

“They are particularly cranky in rainy 
weather. They are perfect barometers; 
We can tell with absolute accuracy the 
approach of a storm by the aétion of the 
elephants. We can almost gauge the veig 
minute when a storm will strike us iu 
that manner, and during a storm they 
must be guarded very closely, for they 
are always dangerous.”

tween the Slav and the Anglo-Saxon, 
and we shall take our measures in ac- 
cordance with that belief.’ 

These words were uttered by a cul- 
tured and far-seeing Russian diplomatist 
with whom: it was my lot to come into 
somewhat close contact a few years 
back. What he spoke of then as a latent 
antagonism of a more or less conjectural 
future has since developed into visible 
concretion. The foresight of the Russian 
is gaining newer justification every year, 
and for those who have eyes to see, noth- 
ing has become a more calculable con- 
tingency of the coming time, or ocbuples 
a more interesting prominence in the evo- 
lution of modern politics, than the grad- 
ual coalescence of British and American 
Interests under the pressure of a common 
danger. These interests are now the ob- 
ject of attack by a foe who will be sat- 
istied with nothing short of their extinc- 
tion. Great Britain and the United 
States, therefore, will one day have cause 
for the bitterest regret and humiliation 
if, while the opportunity {fs still theirs, 
they neglect to stand firm for the preser- 
vation of their rights. But whether oa. 
no the two Anglo-Saxon powers recog- 
nize that the only road to the preaerva- 
tion of their mutual interests Hes imme- 
diately across the path of Russia, Japan 
has made up her mind that her future 
existence is bound up with the exclusion 
of the Muscivote from Korea, and that 
this object she must fight to the death 
to secure.

More recently during the anti- 
foreign movement in China the dispatch 
of troops from Japan was effected with 
such consummate ease and smoothness 
as to confirm the high Opinion already 
formed of the military and naval power 
of the {sland empire. Her mobilization 
scheme is a very perfect one, and is con- 
stantly brought up to date. In the 
event of war Japan would be able (to 
throw on to the mainland of Asia a couple 
of army corps each 30,000 strong, per- 
fectiy armed and equipped, within three 
weeks of the order to mobilize. As this 
order would undoubtedly be anticipated as 
well as largely supplemented by the as- 
tute men presiding over the national des- 
tinies, in the event of hostilities with 
Russia, who has jong been gathering her 
forces in the Far East, the Outbreak of 
war would assuredly find Japan ready to 
strike the first blow. Thanks, also, to 
her insular position, powerful navy, and 
large trained reserves, she can despatch 
an army to the continent without much 
risk of a counterstroke, confident in the 
security of her lines of cOmmunication 
advantageous proximity of her

Free Pass with Bale of Cotton. 

A citezen and well-known merchant of 
Wadley, Ga., has filed a unique come 
plaint with the railroad commission. He 
claims that the Louisville and _ Wadley 
railroad, a ling about 10 miles long @on- 
necting those two points, is practicing 
unjust discrimination in that it refuses 
to furnish free pagses to citizens of Wad- 
ley unless they have a lmle of cotton for 
transportation, in which event they are 
allowed to ride withdut cost. 

This the writer claims is unjust to those 
who do not have a bale of cotton for 
transportation, and he wants to- know if 
it is “law or allowed,” that a man can 
ride free when hg is accompanied by mer- 
chandise, but must pay his fare when he 
is alone. 

What answer the commission will make 
is yet unseftied, since there will be no 
meeting for some days yet. The letter, 
however, is an imeresting document. it 
says: 

“To the Chairman of the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of Georgia, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: Please give me some .n- 
formation. The Louisville and Wadley 
railroad take cotton and owners thercof 
to Louisville, Ga., from Wadley, Ga., or 
any point along the road to Louisville 
free, Bringing cam the passengers and 
goods bought there free. The president 
of the road is a darge merchant at Louis- 
ville and this Is done mostly for his per- 
sonal benefit and to the injury of our 
town and stockholders in the road. I am 
a merchant at Wadley, Ga. and own 
twenty-two shares of stock in said road. 
I get no dividend, not even a free ride 
umié¢ss accompanied by a bale of cotton. 
Now this cuts both ways, my capital 
taking trade away from me and no divl- 
dend received. I wish to know Its this law 
or allowed to the Injury of our town? ds 
this discrimination allowable? Please ad- 
vise me and greatly oblige. Yours re- 
spectfully.

Fish, P. J.—!. “Courts of record have 
inherent power to adjourn from day to 
day and from week to week.” 

2. “The judge may by Oral order in 
open court fix the date of the adjourned 
session.’ 

3. “It is the duty of the clerk to make 
a note of such oral order on the minutes, 
but his failure so to do Is an irregularity 
which is not fata! to the validity of the

It 
grew up after May 14, !776, and was not 
within the terms of our adopting statute, 
nor has it been incorporated in the code 
us to misdemeanor cases, nor as to fel- 


nies, except where the only witness to a 


fact is an accomplice, 

6. By statute neither bad character nor 
conviction of crime renders a witness 
incompetent; but his credibility is for the 
jury, who may found a verdict on the 
sole testimony of such wAness, except in 
those cases where the code expressly re- 
quires corroboration. 

7. The rules of evidence are adjusted to

9. Where the court provisionally ad- 
mits evidence on the promise of the solici- 
tor general that he will subsequently con- 
nect the same and show its relewancy, it 
is not for the judge of his own motion to 
determine whether such promise has been 
kept and to exclude the testimony without 
& request to that effect by the defendant. 

10. The demurrer was rightly overruled. 
There wag no error in the rulings as to 
the admission of evidence, or in the 
charges or refusals to charge; and the 
verdict being sustained by the evidence, 
the judgment refusing a new trial is af- 
firmed.

The proposed scheme 
is this: Every student in each of these 
institutions is eligible to enter the con- 
test; each college to determine for itself 


‘Which story it will submit to the judges 


who will decide to whom the medaj is to 
go. . 

“Every competitor has the privilege of 
choosing his own subject with this quali- 
fication: the story must, in some way, 
relate to the state of Georgia. For ex- 
ample, one might take for his subject the 
life of an illustrioug statesman, or poet; 
or the story of some character like Nancy 
Hart; or the part Georgia played in the 
war between the states; or some great 
catastrophe, as the Gainesville cyclone. 
and so on. Any unusual bit of Georgia 
history would be an’ excellent theme, 
while a description of some of our beau- 
tiful natural scenery would afford quite 
a field for a most entertaining story. 

“The judges are to be chosen by the 
colleges or in some manner which they 
themselves may suggest. The stories 
must not contain more than 5,000 words 
each. 

“If this project meets with your ap- 
preval kindly let me hear from you at 
once. I am today writing the other in- 
stitutions mentioned a letter similar to 
this. 

“I might say that I was prompted, in 
part, to offer this prize to stimulate in- 
terest in the art of expression, and at 
the same time encourage our youth to a 
closer study of our native state. It 
would seem that this might, also, in 
some degree, aid your department of Eng- 
lish in its work by creating a new inter- 
est In letters generally.

Unconscious, Bound Them with Chains and 
Kicked Their Naked Bodies.

h3 ERLIN. October 14.—Not 


has so deep a public feeling been 

aroused here by any case of a erim- 
inal sort as exists over the affair of the 
private tutor, Dippold, who has just been 
found guilty of torturing to death one 
of the two boys of Herr Koch, director 
of the Deutseh bank, and practicing al- 
most great barbarity on the other 
of the lads who had been placed in his 
charge. At first it se®med almost incred- 
ible that the charges of actual flendish- 
ness toward t4-year-old Joachim and 
i3-year-old Heinz Koch which were made 
against the tutor could have more than 
a slight foundation, but they were sub- 
stantiated fully at his trial, and the de- 
then brought out make tho 
of the most revolting in the 
records of Germany. 

It was proved that Dippold had 
in the habit of binding the boys hand 
and foot and beating them with a hvavy 
He also ha yeaten 
each of them with an iron rod ui. they 
fell to the ground unconscious. At night 
he had obtiged them to lie, naked, on 
the floor, and had chained them to the 
bedstead in a way that they could 
not move a muscle, And when, from ut- 
ter exhaustion, they fell asleep, he prod- 
ded them with a poker to waken them. 
He kicked them on their bare bodies 
with his heavy, hob-nailed boots, and 
even stamped on their heads, More than 
once he thrashed them so brutally that 
the floor of the room in which the thing 
took place was covered with blood, He 
also made them walk in the snow bare- 
feoted in 2Q degrees of frost, with the

A remarkable feature of this case was 
the way in which Dippold for so long 
managed to Keep the contidence of the 
parents of the unfortunate boys whom 
he was maltreating, and the means by 
which he succeeded in frustrating all at- 
tempts .to expose him. It should be ex- 
plained that Dippold, who had the repu- 
tation of an exemplary master, was not 
lodged at the Koch residence in Berlin, 
but, according to the German habit, 
had the boys with him at Bayreuth, 
where they were absolutely at his mercy.

Nor is this confined to poor boys, the 
sons of parents struggling with adversity, 


nowadays come to their institutions 
wretchedly equipped as respects the three 
Rs. The skill required to write decently 
a plain English sentence and spell the 
words correctly seems to be scarcer and 
scarcer every year. Our engineering ex- 
changes are continually harping On the 
propriety of an engineer's being able to 
write a report in intelligible English and 
in words so spelled as to avoid bringing 
his technical knowledge into contempt. 
The “higher education,”’ in fact, encount: 
ers its greutest obstacle in the shortcom- 
ngs of the lower schools. The cause of 
this decrease of efficiency in the schools 
that give the average boy all the educa- 
tion he ever gets is to be found, it Is be- 
lieved, in the multiplicity of subjects 
taught at the dictation of faddists, inter- 
ested publishers and ignorant school au- 
thorities, The latter are perpetually add- 
ing to the curriculum some new science 
or accomplishment, thus laying new bur- 
dens on the back of the harassed teach- 
er. In almost every grade the boy also 
suffers, being forced to cram a far great- 
er variety of subjects than is studied by 
the boy of the same age wno js being 
educated in an expensive private schvol. 
Both teacher and pupil have more than 
they can do. The former is unable to 
give his individual attention to each of 
his many pupils, and the latter lack the 
mental capacity to absorb the multifari- 
ous sciences, arts and crafts presented 
to their undeveloped faculties. The sys- 
tem is at fault. The boys get no thor- 
Ough grounding in essentials, but are 
hurried on from grade to grade, digest- 
ing such scraps of knowledge @s they 
can. The remedy is to sweep away the 
ruck of ologies which prevent a thorough 
training and recur with constant em- 
phasis to the three Rs. Reading, writing 
and arithmetic, taught with old-fashioned 
attention to spelling, would satisfy the 
educational requirements of the great 
majority of boys vastly better than the 
present chaotic curricula. A Way must 
be provided for bright boys who want 
more, but the needs of the average boy 
who “goes into business” should be the 
first concern of our school authorities. 
As things go, “education” for the latter 
is a@ mockery. It is_a mockery because 
it ignores the well-tried maxim, “Not 
many things, but much.”

It is not the writings themselves which 
sO much concern us as their publication 
in an organ like Harper’s Weekly.

Selvey t: him 

On this last proposition XK apparently 
agreed with Harper's Weekly. but djf- 
fered with its adverse comments on r. 
Roosevelt, who, in his speech at the St. 
Louis exposition, only once mentioned 
Mr. gefferson, and that incidentally to 
the statement that the Louisiana purchase 
was acquired under Jefferson’s admin- 
istration. “Roosevelt could not truthfully 
have said more than. he did about Jeffer- 
son's part in the purchase of Louisiana,” 
declares X. 

Let us look at the facts. The Lowis- 
lana purchase was in 1803. Jn speaking 
of the “ner of the western waters,” 
grown turbulen: when they found their 
industrieés dammed by the Spanish clos- 
ure of the Missisgippi, we quote the fol- 
lowing letter written in Paris by Jeffer- 
son January 25, 1786, to A. Stewart: 

“The navigation of the Mississippl we 
must Have. These countries can pot be 
in better hands than the Spaniards. My 
fear is that they are too feeble to Hold 
them till our population can be suffl- 
ciently advanced to gain it from them, 
Piece Dy piece.”’ 

In 1765, Francé ceded the Louisiana 
province tu Spa‘n, which also held the 
Fioridas. After this, by a secret treaty in 
1800, Spain receded the Louisiana prov- 
ince to France, but France did not take 
possession at New Orleans, as she was 
disastrously engaged in the endeavor to 
put down the revolt in Haiti. 

President Jefferson instructed our min- 
ister at Paris, Mr. Livingston, to try to 
purchase the east bank of the Mississippi 
to ite mouth, including New Orleans. It 
was also verv important for us to have 
a narrow strip of west Florida, which 
extended to the Mississippi river, and 
shut us off from the Gulf of Mexico. 
When Mr. Livingston’s negotiations did 
not mature, resident Jefferson sent 
James Monroe as a special envoy with in- 
structions to buy New Orleans and the 
river outlet for $2,000,000. Before Mon- 
roe’s arrival, Talleyrand and Marbois, 


representing Napoleon, offered to sell the 


| whole of the Loyisiana province, consist- 


ing of 875,025 square miles, most of 
which had never been seen by a white 
man. Napoleon was about to engage in 
a war with England. The price fixed was 
$15,900,000. The offer to sell the vast 
Leulsiana domain was totally unexpected 
and was a very great surprise to both 
Livingston and Monroe. 

They found their instructions lMmited 
to $2,000,000 and to a comparatively

FOR GROWERS 


Secretary Wilson To Send 
Cotton Expert to Georgia. 
for Experiments, 


Valdosta, Ga., Oetober 24.—(Special.)— 
Congressman W. G. Brantley, of the 
eleventh district, who is always vigilant 
in guarding the interests of his constitu- 
ents, has invoked the aid of the United 
States depaitment of agriculture in com- 
batting the diseases which are attacking 
the sea island cotton plant in south Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. Brantley fs confesring with Hon. 
James Wilson, secretary of the depart- 
ment, regarding @ remedy for the dis- 
ease and has suggested the establishment 
of an experiment station in this sction, of 
in lieu of that the location of a sufficient 
number of scientists in the cotton belt to 
carry on the needed experiments. 

Secretary Wilson is greatly interested 
in the matter and will take hold of it 
with vigor. He has pledged Congress- 
man Brantley the department's most 
earnest efforts in combatting the diseases 
which threaten the existence of one of 
the state's most important crops. In 
view of the vigorous efforts being made 
by the British government to raise in 

Egypt and the Wast Indies a cotton to 
compete with our “sea  island,”’ the 
United States department of agriculture 
is disposed to act liberally in protecting 
our cotton crop. 

Mr. Brantley is_in receipt of a letter 
from Secretary Wilson, written this 
week, in which it is stated that a special- 
ist in cotton diseases will be sent to this 
section at once to investigate the matter 
and determine thé best steps to be taken. 

The congressman was in Valdosta this 
week and in talking with leadings sea 
island cotton growers outlined his views 
On the question. He has called the atten- 
tion of the secretary to the fact that 
south Georgia produces the larger part 
of the sea island cotton crop, and that 
the industry is a most important one, 
but unless sOme means are found for 
eliminating the diseases now attacking 
the plant the cultivation will soon have 
to be abandoned. 

Subjects for Experiment. 

He urges, among other things to be 
undertaken by the government, the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The study of cotton wilt or black 
root. To introduce in Georgia and Florida 
the- wilt resistant strains now being suc- 
cessfully produced on the islands. To de- 
termine by experimént the grade of staple 
and form of plant best suited to local con- 
ditions, and to endeavor to improve the 
productiveness and healthfulness of the 
cotton. 

2. The study of root knot. To show the 
connection between root knot in cow peas 
and in cotton, and the necessity for ro- 
tation. To determine the best rotations of 
crops for south Georgia conditions, and to 
introduce varieties of cowpeas immune to 
root knot and cowpea wilt. 

3. The study of rust, and with especial 
reference to fertilizers necessary to cor- 
rect this trouble, and the most practicable 
and profitable rotations of crops neces- 
sary to bring the land into its original fer- 
tility. 

4. The study of anthracnose. This is a 
disease which has been epicemic in south 
Georgia for two years and is growing in 
extent and severity. It is important to 
introduce experiments with the aim of 
producing resistant varieties. 

The depariment of agriculture is con- 
ducting experiments along the lines sug- 
gested by Mr. Brantley on some of the 
Carolina islands, but it is the opinion of 
himself and well-informed cotton plant- 


ers that owing to the difference in soll, 


climate and staple of the cotton, the ex- 
periments on the islands adjacent to our 
coast will not furnish the information or 
render the assistance needed by the grow- 
ers here. « 

The situation in this section, it would 
seem, must be studied on the ground.

She is said to 
have reached Chicago with some of the 
plunder, but retribution overtook her in 
the form of an acute attack of appen- 
dicitis. An operation was performed 
upon her at the county kospital and she 
was discharged. The jail officials refused 
to take her without a mittimus and as 
she required medical attention, the police 
Stations refused to accept her. In order 
to solve this problem and get the suffer- 
ing woman into the county iail, Judge 
Caverly climbed into the patrol wagon, 
in which she had been brought from 
the hospital and held court as the wagon 
Was driven to the eounty jail, He ad- 
ministered the oath to two detectives, 
who held warrants for the- woman. and 
placed her under bond of $1,800 to appear 
for trial. 

Attacks Garden of Eden. 

Dr, Emil G. Hirsch, the eminent Jew- 
sh scholar and rabbi, in an address at 
Temple Israel, startled his hearers by 
announcing that there never was a Gar- 
den of Eden, and that the entire story 
was a myth, to be put aside with Kris 
Kringle, fairies and hobgoblins. “Man 
never was perfect,’ he said, “and never 
by a single transgression involved his 
whole posterity in guilt.” 

“The third chapter of Genesis,” said 
Dr. Hirsch, “the basis of the Christian 
religion, is held to teach that the first 
man and first woman lived in single per- 
fection and in undisturbed peace for 
a long time, but eventually lost all by a 
single act of sin. To remedy this a sec- 
ond Adam became necessary who, by his 
death on the cross, should repair the dam- 
age done by the first Adam, I am here 
to defend Judaism against the charge 
of originating this doctrine about Eden 
and the fall of man. Nothing in science 
is better settled than that the first man 
was only a little better than the lower 
animals, Geography and archeology teach 
us that the story of Eden is untrue, 
for no such place has ever been discoy- 
ered.”’

Loan Concerns to Combine. 
Plans are now under way to combine 


‘the 500 building and loan associations do- 


ing business in Illinois. The combined 
capita] of these concerns exceeds $40,- 


' 900,000 and the associations have a total 
membership of 260,000, all of whom are 


stockholders to some extent or other, 
There are 183 societies in Chicago alone 
and the others are distributed among 200 
towns and cities of the state. Under the

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET 


New York, October 24.—There is gen- 
eral agreement in Wall street that the 
stock market has offered surprisingly 
good resistance to the developments of 
the week, which were undeniably serious 
in their aspect.

Another effect 
of the process of contraction has been to 
withdraw some of the expected demands 
upon the money market, for which re- 
Sources had been conserved. This is 
true of the dreaded heavy demands from 
railroad corporations for betterment work 
already under way. Borrowing of this 
kind at high interest rates was a fefture 
of last fall’s money market. That it has 
not developed this fall is corroborative 
of the evidence from other cources that 
such works have been greatly curtailed 
in al) directions. With the prospects of 
lower rates for money, the rate of return 
on many railroad bonds at present prices 
has made them attractive for investment. 
In the case of shares of stock, it cannot 
be said that the present situation has ex- 
tended beyond a marked cessation of the 
recent persistent pressure toe liquidate. 
There is no longer manifest the constant 
selling on all news that might be re- 
garded as favorable, which gave evidence 
for a long time of the urgent needs of 
holders of securities for ready funds. 
The week’s events in the stock market 
offer some indication of a contrary ten- 
dency to buy stocks on bad news. This 
is largely due to demand from an un- 
covered professional short interest, and 
has not been impressive as an investment 
demand. 

The failures at Baltimore and Pitts- 
burg have not failed, however, to arouse 
an uneasy feeling over the pogsible con- 
sequengfes. The growth of trust com- 
panies has been one of the most notable 
features of the recent era of prosyerity. 
The consolidations of capital of the last 
few years and the finargia) operations 
connected with them have expaided the 
fleld for operations for these institu- 
tions, even along the .linea of their orig- 
inal operations. But, besides their opera- 
tions have been widely extended into 
the banking field by the increase of de- 
mand deposits for which Hberal interest 
is often pedi. while the legal require- 
ments upon the banks for regerve do not 
apply to these institutions. Another 
field of operations for the trust com- 
panies which has been much criticised 
Aas been the promotion and exploitation 
of enterprises by underwriting. The 
tone of the discussion at the bankers’ 
convention in San Francisco is sufficient 
eVidence of the frank recognition of abuse 
in this field amongst bank and trust 
company officials themselves. The con- 
troversy between the New York clear- 
ing house and the New York trust com- 
panies over the question of the main- 
tenance of trust company reserves has 
brought the question to the public view 
long since. There have been episodes in 
New York fingacial affairs that have il- 
lustrated the abuse on the promotion side, 
including the Shipbuilding case in the 
public eye. The Baittimore example of 
the consequences of over-commitments by 
trust companies in promotion projects, 
therefore, caused a kegn impression in the 
financial world, owing to the doubt of 
how far a similar state of affairs might 
be extended in the trust company git- 
uation as a whole, The Pittsburg inc!- 
dent was also examined in its illpstra- 
tive aspect. The enormous accumula- 
tion of wealth in Pittsburg of years, 
growing out of the consolidation process 
in the iron and steel industry. is noto- 
rious In the financial world. The large 
extent to which this new wealth has gone 
into bank extension is also generally 
recognized. The terms upon which de- 
posits may have been attracted to new 
banking institutions is brought forward 
for consideration by the failure of the 
Pittsburg bank, brought apout by the 
withdrawal of deposits by small coun- 
try banks, which had been sécured by the 
rate of interest allowed on deposits. The 
routine events of the week have been 
favorable. The export demand for grain 
has been liberal; the movement of cotton 
to market has been much freer. Heavy 
currency shipments to the south have 
resulted, but the movement to the west 
seems.to be restricted stil} with the 
ultimate demand from that region prob- 
lematical.

In this condition well may he have 
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thereafter, in the upper part of Greene 
county, began his remarkable brilliant 
life in Georgia as a school teacher.

first course of jectures. The only medi- 
cal college at that early day of any 
note was at Louisville, Ky., and there 
the young man went on horseback the 
who'e way, crossing the Cumberland 
mountains at Cumberland Gap, and rid- 
ing many days among the Cherokee In- 
dians. 

Dr. Means as 
at Greenesboro, Madison and 
was successful and eminent in the 
department of chemistry that when the 
medical department of the University of 
Georgia was ostablished at Augusta he 
was elected professor of chemistry, and 
for nearly fifty years filled the chair with 
great ability. 

Experiments in Electricty. 

Chemistry was in love with Dr. Means 
and Dr. Means was in love witha this, 
his chosen science. 

At Augusta and in his laboratory tin 
his home at Oxford, Ga., Dr. Means first 
began his investigation of electricity. He 
gave to this branch of his professorship 
close attention, and was perhaps more 
acvanced in his knowledge of the phe- 
nomena of this wonderful force m na- 
ture than any contemporaneous chemist 
in the south, if not In the federal union. 

Following a correspondence with Sir 
Michael Farrady, of the Roya! institute in 
London, he entered the institute in the 
year 1850, where he became the atten- 
tive student of the great Farrady. There 
grew up between these men a friendship 
born of their kindred minds. Dr. Means 
at the Royal institute with Farrady con- 
ceived the practicability of utilizing elec- 
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DR. ALEXANDER MEANS. 

_He was for many years professor 
of chemistry in the Georgia Med- . 
ical college and a pioneer in elec- 
trical experiments, 
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per month. Third, electricity is so fast 
supplanting steam as & motive power, 
that in this country alone are 20.000 
miles of electric trolley lines.

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Worked Without Ostentation. 

Dr. Means was a modest man. He felt 
great reluctance at letting the world 
know what he was doing or attempting 
do. But among friends, and especial- 
ly the immediate family, he was known 
to have constructed in a 20-foot base- 
ment room of his residence many years 
before his death, which occurred in 1884, 
a eircilar railroad, on which was mount- 
ed a diminutive car On Wheels. He had 
adopted the ordinary leaden jar, con- 
nected by the simpfest machinery with 
the wheels, for the purpose of generating 
his motive power, 4fter much working 
and designing he had perfected the ap- 
paratus to such extent that he could 
propel the car for several circuits aroiind 
the room. But he had not yet been able 
to get up enough force to keep the ma- 
chine in motion for a sufficient length of 
time. 

All this occurred some time before his 
death, when the next man known to at- 
tempt to utilize electricity for ughting 
purposes and motive power was jin the 
state of new badeship. Edison, it wil] be 
remembered, was not born till 1847, ana 
did not commence his experiments til! 
i871. In (881 he first showed arc lights 
in the Pallais de L’Industriein Parts, ana 
it is worthy of note that scientists were 
so unprepared for such bold innovations 
on science, and among them his fate was 
untimely. Some capitalists, however, saw 
money in it, and camie to his aid. 

At this time by ma@ny learned men 
Edison was pronounced insane and off his 
base, as his predecessor, Dr. Means, was 
judgéd at least thirty or thirty-five years 
before on the same line. 

Fulfillment of Prophecy. 

Did Dr. Means’ prophecy made in 1848 
come true? Let us see. 

First, the world is Aghted by electricity; 
second, horseless carriages are dally seen 
on our street. Long journeys are being 
made all over the land. Automobiles are 
being manufactured at the rate of 100 
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a considerable distance 
rith new trolley roads. Thus ft is its 
own competitor, and catches the passen- 
ger whichever way he goes. 

The Boston and Maine has gone even 
further. It has corporated a trolley line 
as an integral part of its regular system 
The troley lines might be multiplied by 
ten with great advatage to the steam 
roads, which would find them incompar- 
able feeders, bringing freight and passen- 
gers from regions in which the locomo- 
tive’s whistle was never heard. But elec- 
tricity will not be content with that hum- 
ble position. It is creating a system of its 
own, self-centered and independent, and 
that system contains such. a vigorous 
principle of growth that it wil] not he 
surprising to see it swallow up its older 
rivals. Certainly the locomotive is doom- 
ed on local lines; its finish is plainiy 
visible on mountain railroads, where 
water power is cheaper than coal; and 
the question whether it can hold its own 
anywhere is the most hotly debated 
problem now agitating the transportation 
world. 

Fourth, when the fond father in At- 
lanta some months ago pinched his 6- 
minths’ hopeful, so his good old grand- 
parents in New York could hear the 
youngster yell over the telephone, fully 
verified the last prophecy made in 1848 
when Atlanta was in its swaddlings.

WITH TWO “ANTICIPATORS”’ 


H. G. Wells Says He Likes Best To Write Novels. 
Verne Criticises His Younger Rival---How 
Both Authors Work.

ROM the little city of Cartersville, 

Ga., With its boasted touches of 

modern civilization, it is practically 
but a step over into a region whose 
natural beauty and weird picturesqueness 
furnishes ample material for the camera 
and the pen, and among whose scattered 
dwellera may be found engaging subjects 
of unique interest. 

On a straight line the Co¢per iron works 
are leas than 5 miles from the city of 
Cartersville, being located on the Etowah 
river near the rapids. The scenery along 
this part of the stream, where the waters 
dash against the boulders. chygrning up 
the stream continuously for almost a 
mile, furnishes a sublime view. 

The picture is not lessened in interest 
when one follows the rough rural thor- 
oughfare in its windings almost paral- 
leling the Stamp creek. This joins the 
Etowah like a silver prong that has iis 
tip far up in the hills. 

The ruins of the iron works named, to- 
gether with those of otheis of lesser 
note, and the limited growth of forest 
trees in many places, tell of the active 
presence of miner’s pick and woodman’s 
2x in former times. For some years be- 


_fore and during the civil war period, when 


Sherman destroyed all these works, the 


' demands of the furnaces, both in ore and 
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charcoal, furnished employment for sey- 
era] hundred men. 

In time's kaleidoscopic shiftings the pic- 
ture changes and one sees different hues 
and phases, With the drying up of the 
old industrial arteries nature alone furn- 
ished most of the settings of the scene, but 
most of the miners and woodsmen of for- 
mer days have long sina sought other 
fields or passed away under the scythe 
of the grim reaper. Those who were tied 
by their crude agricurtural interests, how- 
ever, remained in this sectiog. 

Two Unique Characters. 

A recent trip on a chance mission gave 
me an opportunity to meet some of these 
old miners and forest men and among 
the most interesting are old man Zach 
Young and Jim Harris. 

Young is well up in the sixties, but is 
as hardy a specimen of the north Georgia 
hill region veoman as any one could ex- 
pect to see. For forty odd years he has 


Freeman. 
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followed the life of a miner, coaler, trade) 
and woodhauler, and when not sliding 
wood to the-coa] kiln, q@arrying wood on 
sleds or raising ore, he was hauling hol- 
low ware from the Cooper furnace and 
foundry to the nearby points with an 
eight ox team and trading with the mer- 
chants until calamity’s hand put a stop 
to thoge oceupations. He has since then 
followed wood hauling alone, looking to 
the consumers ef this city for his fe 
turns. 

Hie is devoted to his old time squirrel 
rifle and is a marksman of rare gifts and 
self-acquired training and ffely misses 
a shot at the nimble squirrel, even in the 
tallest trees. 

It fs told of some of his companions of 
the hunt, that tn sheer jealousy at his 
superior skill, they have abandoned their 
firearms and employ stones as missiles, in 
which peculfar mode of hunting they 
boast of distancing the old man. One of 
these. it is said, having ob#ained a 
smooth, weighty rock of about the right 
size from the bed of the creek, employs 
this in every hunt and in hurling it with 
the full force of his catapult ST an arm, 
never misses a rabbit. So certain «as he 
become of his game that he always looks 
for the stone before he does the rabbit and 
is careful to preserve his capable weapon. 

Zach Young, abiding in his rude shack 
or shanty in the hills, seems as happy 4s 
the king in his palace. Because of hig 
good nature and honesty every one who 
knows him is his friend. His word jis his 
bond in any and all matters. 

Jim Harris is a chunk of mogntain in- 
dependence and takes the world easy. He 
is a miner of the pioneer type and never 
shirks a day’s work, of whieh he is 
superigtively capable. His piwess in 
physical strength has never been serilous- 
ly contested in his lodality. It is De- 
lieved he could lift a bar of railroad 
iron if he triés and numerous stories are 
tola of actual tests of *~ physical powers. 

It is related of him, with what assur- 
ance of authenticity I will not vouch, that 
having a yoke of oxen and one of them 
dying when a job of hauling was on hand, 
he placed his neck in the bow of the yoke 
made vacant by the death of one and 
jointly pulled the load, walking beside 
the surviving ox.

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O California telongs the only Opeh-air (theatre tu the Wesieru Hemisphere, 
Op the upper slopes of the campus in the University of California grounds, 
overlooking San Francisco and the Golden Gate from Berkeley, {s an almost 
neriect reproduction of the classic Dionysian theatre at Epideaurus, tn Greece. 

Every feature of the structure of old, from the high-walled stage to the outermest 
tier of rising seats, has been tircorporated into this modern counterpart. The 
Grecian atmosphere of twenty centuries ago haa been transferred to the western slope 
ef the New World and set down in the midst of an academic community. The diazoma, 
theatron, pylons, royal doors, sculptured walls, metopes and Doric columns—all have 
found splendid reproduction in the University’s theatre. 

The atructure, of which W. R. Hearst was the donor and John Galen Howard its 
jupervising architect, stands alone in modern arrhitecture. 

The site and circumstances that lead to its selection are as unigve as the struc- 
ure iteelf. It is located in a natural hollow, surrounded by trees, at the bage of a 
11 that rises abruptly to the rear of the campus buildings. College tradition knows 
the spot as ‘Ben Weed’s Amphilncatre,” named after the student who first discovered 
ite wonderful acoustic properties and its adaptability to outdoor performances. He 
found that even a faint whisper might be heard from one side to the other of this 
natural pit. ¢ Because of its acoustic properties and its simple picturesqueness the 
place has been used as a natural theatre by the members of the graduating classes 
'D presenting their senior play. 

When the plan was first proposed of building a huge Greek theatre that would 
seat ten thousand peopie, the opinion was unanimous that the natural theatre in the 
eucalyptus grove was an ideal one. The natural contour of the ground was so well 
adapted to its proposed purpose that very little grading was found necessary. 

The completed structure itself is made up of two entirely distinct parts—the 

tage, which corresponds to the classic “‘logeion,”’ and the auditorium, corresponding 
to the Greek “‘theatron.”” The stage itself will serve to sive an idea of the im- 
mense size of the structure. It is one hundred and thirty-three feet long and 
has a depth of twenty-cight feet. A solid concrete wall several feet in thickness and 
forty-two feet in height surrounds the stage. This wall. which corresponds to the 
tncient scene, Is enriched by a complete classic order of Greek Doric columns, with 
itybolate and entablaiure, the ends of the side walls forming two massive pylons 
This high stage wall is pierced by five entrances. the one in the direct rear being 
the so-called royal door of the ancients. 
: The theatre proper is semi-circular in form and two bundred and fifty-four fee: 
in diameter. It is divided into two concentric tiers of seats. ‘The firat series is 
arranged about a level circle fifty feet in diameter and five and one-half feet below 
the level of the stage. This space corresponds accurately to the portion devoted to 
the choruses and orchestra in the Greek structures. Without this circle the seats 
slope up gradually until the stage level is reached, at a circle corresponding in diame- 
ter to the terminal pylons of the stage walls. This line is marked architecturally by 
an aisle, anciently called the “diazoma.” This aisle extends around the semi-circle 
of seats between the orchestra and the topmost circle. Beyond the diazoma the seats 
rise more abruptly to the outer wall, making an angle of thirty degrees. 

The detail of the stage wall, including the moldings, capitals, metopes, triglyphs 
cornices and architraves, have been worked out in cement by hand, 
: The above description pertains to the structure as it now stands. but the 
University intends to carry out the ideals of the Greek and Roman builders more 
perfectly by constructing an open parapet with clustered columns and sculptured 
figures crowning the colonnaded stage wal). 

The terminal pylon will be enriched with bronze tripods. Wing walis ad- 
joining the pylons will run north and south and terminate the vista from the 
auditorium, at the same time uniting the lines with those of the theatre. Monuy- 
mental doorways will be arranged in this screen wall for the admission of the 
spectators to the lower portion of the theatre. A long double colonuadc Will com. 
pletely surround and surwount the outer circle of the auditorium. :

THE INFLUENCE OF A UNIVERSITY THEATRE. 
BY PROFESSOR CHARLES MILLS GAYLEY, 


Of the University of California. 


TIS hardly necessary to justify the cultivation of dramatic art by a 
university. Although our Shakespeares may not have been uni- 
versity men, our Marlowes, Ben Jonsons, Drydens, Goldsmiths and 

Sheridans were. Since the drama is the most vivid means possessed by 
mankind of representing life as a rounded and breathing whole, it is cer- 
tainly proper that the university which aims to study life and to culti- 
vate an artistic appreciation of its possibilities, should encourage the 
production and presentation of dramatic masterpieces, old and new. 

A university possessing a magnificent theatre like ours may encou-- 
uge the drama in one or all of the tollowing ways: 

First—It may present specimens of the ancient or mediaeva! 
drama for reasons of purely academic interest. By placing upon the 
Stage representative plays of Greece and Rome, of early England. 
France, Spain or Italy it will extend the acquaintance of the com- 
munity with the historical and social conditions of the past, as well 
as with the literary and dramatic attainments and preferences of our 
predecessors in various lands. In this way a university theatre may 
contribute to the contemporary study of the drama. 

Second—A university theatre may attempt to reviveandmaysucceed

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THE THEATRES AS A FEATURE IN ANCIENT GREEK LIFE. 
BY PROFESSOR LEON J. RICHARDSON, Of the Latin Department, University of California. 
LTHOUGH our theatre i# in some senses the out- 
growth of its ancient counterpart, still the two are 
separated by a great range of time and many up- 
heavais in civilization. One must therefore free his 
mind largely from modern notions in order to gre the ancient 
theatre jn the right light. 3 One must realize that the Greeks 
by beth nature and training were artists. No other peopie 
ever showed in the same degree the artistic temperament. 
Witness their monuments and public buildings, their homes. 
dress, and even the most common household utensils. A

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HE feariess gritty fight for law and 
order made by George W. Webb

of the Arizona customs service has brought 
yo the front several men of nerve and dar- 
ing, but chief among them all is George 
Webb. His promotion comes wholly as a 
reward for the courage he displayed in his 
many encounters with smugglers during his 
ep years service a8 & line rider. In that 
time be has been the terror of every smug- 
gler operating on the Mexican line and is 
known throughout the border country as 
the surest shot in the service. 

One who could lead for a single day the 

ife of a line rider of the Arizona border 
would be duplicating the adventures of the 
pioneers of early days, for while other parts 
of the Southwest have succumbed to civili- 
zation the border is still a wild and un- 
settled country frequented by smugglers 
and outlaws, making the life of a mounted 
inspector or line rider still the most hazard- 
yus that can be pursued. 

The men who have patrolled the border 
sountry between El] Paso and Yuma in years 
past have displayed great bravery in many

About this time Webb, who had beard the 
Oring, dashed up to the riage apove anc in 
front of the Indians, and while Miller re- 
tired Webb poured such an incessant and 
merciless fire into the band from his re- 

ating rifle that they became immediately 
Sunita. but not before one of their 
number had sent a bullet through Webb's 
bat and a charge from azother rifle had 
grazed his arm. 

When the firing ceased four of the Is- 
dians’ horses had been shot, one of their 
number had been wounded and they were 
disappearing over a nearby ridge, carrying

Webb’s next fight was when, under the 
leadersip of Sam King, another famous in- 
spector, he and three other line riders set 
out to break up a gang of smugglers oper- 
ating into Bisbee. In the party were Sam 
King, Jack Hathaway, George Webb and 
Inapector Miller, who had been engaged 
with Webb in the previous fight. They took 
up their position in Mule guich, below Bis- 
bee, through which the trail taken by the 
smugglers led. 

Webb and Hathaway concealed them- 
selves at a place where the trail passed 
along the edge of a sharp biuff and where 
they could raise up at the side of the nar- 
row path and poke their guns into the very 
faces of the Yaquis, for the smugglers were 
known to belong to that tribe. Webb was 
in the lead, Hathaway was concealed about 
fifty yards up the trail and King and Mil- 
ler took up positions above and on each 
side of the guich, as was their custom to 
prevent an ambush. 

It was moonlight. Although they watched 
silently’ through the long hours of the frst 
night the inspectors were uprewarded, but 
about 11 o’clock the second night Webb 
heard the hoof beats of burros on the trail 
below and knew that one or more of the 
emuggiers was coming. 

In a few minutes a Yaqui driving two bur- 
ros peavily packed with mescal came into 
sight around a bend in the trail. He was 
arrying a rifle in his hand but was oblivi- 
eus to danger. When be reached Webb 
he latter rose up before him, pointed a 
aouble-barreled shotgun at him and or- 
gered bimr to surrender. Instead of obey- 
ing, the Yaqui attempted to drop bebind 
one of bis burros and bring up his rifle but 
Webb knew better than let the Indian get 
the drop. He fired and the Yaqui fell back 
on the trail with a great hole in bis side. 
Webb dropped bis gus and ran to the 
wounded man and the Indian drawing a 
long knife from bis belt attempted to stab 
the line rider but his life blood was fast 
ebbing and Webb easily wrenaehed the 
deadly weapon from his grasp. By this 
time Hathaway had come up and if there 
were eny more smugglers following they 
had turned back. In a balf bour the 
wounded Indian was dead and the inspect- 


had been out for two nights betore, a: 
four men set out for the scene the same 
night, laid siege to the cabin, pouring ina 
hot fire from the canyon and the hillside 
above. About daylight the smugglers 
hoisted a white flag, tnrew their arms and 
ammunition outside of the barricade of stone 
which they had built around the cabin and 
cried out for quarter. The inspectors 
searched the cabin but found no smuggled 
goods. Later, bowever, the stock of con- 
trband was discovered where it bad been 
concealed in the bushes of a side canyon. 

Webb was not engaged in one of the hard- 
est battles of the line country in recent 
years and always regretted it for he took 
pride in being in the thick of the fight. At 
this time, five inspectors trailed six Mexi- 
can stmuggiers to a cabin underneath the 
Riue Nose in the Harshaw mountains. They 
made an assault on the cabin, killed one of 
the smugglers, wounded another so seri- 
ously that ke died and captured the remain- 
ing four. They all escaped with slight 
wounds, which was marve.ous considering 
the fusillade which they encountered when 
they rushed upon the cabin and battered 
in the door. 

The only tenderfoot who ever was able te 
make a noteworthy record as a line rideror 
to display the bravery of the older men 
trained to the border was Millar Buttles, a 
young man from Ohio, who rode the line for 
about a year and engaged in several hard 
fights, effecting important captures. The 
majority of the inexperienced would have 
allowed the smugglers to escape, but 142 
they eluded Inspector Buttles it was not be- 
cause he showed a faint heart. He came 
from an influentia)] Ohio family, had shown 
a taste for a life of adventure in the West 
and was appointed to the service by an Ohig 
Senator. A year of the border satisfied all 
bis longings for a career of daring and six 
months ago he returned to his native State, 
but not without the regrets of the men of 
the line country, who had come to admire 
him for bis bravery. 

There is a story current amon a 
fcans on the other side of the fine thet Wank 
leads a charmed life and the survivors of 
the fights in which he has engaged teil 
around the smugglers’ campfires in Sonora 
how their bullets have glanced from his 
body and every charge from his rifle has 
brought down efther man or horse. Even 
the Americans have marveled at his deeds 
and wondered what magic coat of mai! hs 
wore, when time and time again they have 
heard how he routed a half dozen smugglers 
single handed. 

Inspector Webb fs now fn charce of the 
district and bis office does not require him 
to watch the line in person, but he mingles 
with his old comrades, who are under him

Completely Destroyed, Entailing a Property Loss of Over $15,000,000, the Loss of Seven Lives and Rendering Over Twelve Thousand People Homeless. 


The Most Rapid Fire, Considering Area Covered, on Record—Burned From 12:35 p. m. Until 8:30 p. m., During Which Time One Hundred and Forty-eight Squares, Including the Principal Business and Residence Portion of the City 
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November 2 to November 7, inclusive, the 
city of Jacksonville, with a carnival tar 
surpassing anything of the kind the south 
has ever seen, will celebrate the rebuild- 
ing of a city, the principal business and 
residence part of which was destroyed by 
fire less than three short years ago. 

Citizens of Jacksonville today refer 
their city as the most progressive and en- 
terprising city in the south, and with a 
commendatile anc patriotic pride point to 
the wonderful advancement she has made 
since the night of May 2, 1901, which saw 
the principal portion of that city a mass

of smouldering ruins, 
homeless and the business 
cial interests practically 

those whe were here at the time, who 
lived through the awful scenes during 
and immediately following that great dis- 
aster, or who have watched the city grow 
during the short time intervening, the 
boast that a recovered city makes today 
is justified by the conditions both then 
and now. 

For one cannot tell in a few words the 
awful catastrophe which befell the city of 
Jacksonville on that memorable day in 
‘her history which saw her almost wiped 
,from the map. To appreciate the great 
‘logs Jacksonville sustained at that time 
and form.some idea of the conditions 
funder which she commenced the work of 
gebuilding, it was necessary to have lived 
ahrough this trying period of her history. 
With the main part of their city in ashes, 
with 10,000 of thelr people homeless and 
m majority of them depending upon chari- 
ty for subsistence, with the business tem- 
porarily ruined and with nearly all of the 
ehurch and ail of the public buildings 
included in the ruins, the people of Jack- 
sOnville the very day following that great 
sonfiagration commenced to talk of a new 
and better Jacksonville and to plan for its 
‘building. It was tne greatest enterprise, 
Pluck and perseverance ever displayed by 
any people. Never in the hisrg of a 
city have her people demonstrated such 
jwonderful enterprise and have borne up 
#0 manfully in the face of calamity. Citi- 
zens of Jacksonville did not lag in the 
work of rebuilding their city, but on the 
contrary they worked with such push 
and enterprise that on the first anniver- 
Bary of the great fire a greater number 
of new buildings, surpassing to a great 
extent the cost and character of those 
destroyed, had been crected and there was 
not a block which had been swept by fire 
upon Which there was not some building 
erected. What this statement means can 
be better appreciated when it is known 
that the fire swept 140 business and resi- 
dence blocks, an area of 445 acres, de- 
stroyed 2,000 buildings, with a property 
loss of $15,000,000 to $16,000,000. 

Today the city is far ahead of what it 
was at that time, not only as to the 
character of its buildings, but the business 
of the city has advanced and Nas almost 
doubled itself in that time. In every way 
the New Jacksonville is ahead of the old 
and is continuing to push ahead at the 
Same rate which has characterized her 
growth during the past two or more 
years.

The Burning of Jacksonville. 

‘Nhe story of the Jacksonville fire is 
interesting with even a bare mention of 
the great Jacksonville carnival. 

Shortly after noon: May 3, 1901, tiber 
(spread out to the vards of the 
(“leveland Fiber Company in the north- 
western part of the city on the west side 
of Davis str between Beaver and 
Union, caught fire from the soarks blow- 
ing from the nearby chimneys of negro 
cabins. 

lt was at a time when the workmen 
| were taking their noon meal a short d's- 
tance from the factory and the fire had 
‘caught in the fiber before it was discover- 
ed. But even then it was believed that 
jit could easily be extinguished and the 
{} laborers by the use of buckets went to 
| work in the hope of stayistg the flames.

At | o'clock, only three-quarters of an 
hour from the time the alarm had been 
sent in, the fire had reached Bridge 
street, seven blocks away, and was rush- 
ing in its mad flight upon the business 
part of the city. In vain did the fire de- 
partment strive to check its flight. But 
the hose the firemen held in their hands 
caught fire in a great many instances, so 
hot was the atmosphere in which they la- 
bored. 

The fire swept westward across Ash- 
‘Jey, Church and Duval with great rapidity 
and the peop-e of Jacksonville awoke to 
realize with the members of their fire 
department that their city was doomed. 

After this it was a steady march across 
the heart of the city with ever accumu- 
lating heat and gathering force with the 
rush. Chief Joyner, of Atlanta, who was 
a visitor to the city at the time, made 
this statement as the fire had spread 
across Bridge street: “‘No human power 
could have saved the city. All the fire 
apparatus of New York and Chicago 
combined could not have stayed the 
flames.’ 

The scenes at this time were almosi 
indescribable. Everything was wild con- 
fusion. Those who lived in the path 
the flames were sure to take, rushed 
madly out and franticaNy endeavored to

save some of their Rousehold effects. The 
! Are had not reached Hemming park, near 
;the great Windsor and St. James hotels, 
pews a great many of the residents in 
j Shee part of the city se.ected this as a 
| place of safety for their household ef- 
'fects. Drays and wagons of every class 
| were mustered into service and were de- 
jlivering there great loads of furniture. 
trunks, vedding and clothes, while men, 
women and children delivered thelr 
armfuls of what they had hoped to save 
from the flames. But it was to no avail. 
The heat was too intense for anything 
to escape, and soon all of Hemming park 
was fire swept. From an effort to save 
some of their effects the people then 
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rushed to save themselves. It was re- 
ported that north of Hogan’s Creek the 
city was safe. This was true, Spring- 
field had etcaped and to Springfield there 
was a mad rush. One small bridge car- 
ried thousands of peqpte and at times 
iis capacity to bear such a weight was 
severely taxed. 

These scenes of confusion mingled with 
the spreading of the flames continued un- 
ti! far into the night, when at the cor-

While none of the citizens of Jack- 
sonuville were disposed to belittle the aw- 
ful calamity which had befallen their 
city, the progressive spirit of the busi- 
ness men manifested itself before the 
smoke of.the conflagration, which had 
practically aewept their town away, man- 
ifested itself, ‘They spoke of a better 
and brighter future for the place, of a 
new and greater Jacksonville, with as 
much confidence as they refer to the fu- 
ture of their city today. And words were 
not all. No sooner had those in want 
been cared for than the work of clearing 
up the ruins for sites of new and mag- 
nificent dwellings and business blocks 
took place. 

New Business Section. 

The fire has served to somewhat 
change the relative locations of the busi- 
ness and residence parts of the city. 
Main street, extending from Bay street 
to the outskirts of Springfield, one of 
the popular residénce suburbs, is beflore 
the fire given to homes.

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The Tale of a Christian; 


Avenger Told by New 
York Syrians 


N a little coffee shop in 

the Syrian quarter of 

New York the other 

day a Syrian mother 

was husing her baby 

to sleep. The burden 

of her lullaby was that 

Halibi—not Br’er Fox 

_would catch him if he did not slum- 


r. 

P Srho is Hatibi?’’ asked an Ameri- 
can, who was sitting at the next table. 

The woman pointed proudly to a 
photograph on the wall, here repro- 
duced. “That is Halibi,” she said. “He 
sent the picture to his Syrian friends 
here. He took the cross and the flag 
from a church, and was photographed 
with them because he is the bravest 
and greatest of all the Christian war- 
riors in Syria.” 

Finding the American interested, 
other Syrians gathered round and 
showed him many other pictures of 
the Christian outlaws of Syria which 
decorated the walls of the coffee shop, 
and also a photograph of two Beirut 
children made orphan by the Turk. 
They recounted with pride the exploits 
of their friend Halibi, asserting that 
when a Christian in Beirut is threat- 
ened by his Moslem neighbors he 
replies: 

“Itis in your power to plunder me and 
kill me, but if you do so Halibi will 
hear of it, and you know what that 
means.” 

They do, and nine times out of ten 
they leave the man alone. 

Felies Halibi, the man whose mere 
name causes such terror in Syria, is 
the Robin Hoed of the Lebanon, the 
most famous of the Christian outlaws 
who dwell among the rugged moun- 
tains of that region and wage unceas- 
ing war upon the Turk. - His friends 
say that he has slain at least a hun- 
dred Mohammedans in single combat, 
and the Christians of Beirut regard 
him as their avenging angel and their 
greatest protector. 

Fifteen years ago, when he was 
little more than a boy, he lived with 
a Syrian Christian in Mazah, a Chris- 
tian village near Beirut. They kept a 
coffee shop there, and were quiet cit- 
izens; who asked for nothing better 
than to be allowed to live in peace. 

One day a mob of fanatical Mos- 
lems, aided by Turkish soldiers, at- 
tacked the village. Men, women and 
children were alike ruthlessly slaught- 
ered. Halibi artd his comrade cut 
their way through the horde of yelling 
fanatics and escaped to the mountains 
of Lebanon, leaving several of their 
enemies dead behind them. 

They were outlawed by the Turkish 
authorities. Like David, they “abode 
in the wilderness in strongholds, and 


‘remained in a mountain in the wilder- 


ness of Ziph.” 

Soon they became famous. Month 
after month, year after year, Turkish 
soldiers searched the mountains for 
them, in vain. Again and again the 
outlaws seemed to be surrounded and 
doomed to capture or death, but they 
always managed to slip through their 
pursuers like eels, leaving a trail of 
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ALIBI, CHRISTIAN OVTLAW 


dead and dying Moslems. 

One night a Turkish captain of gen 
darmerie was complacently smoking 
by his campfire on the mountain side. 
In half an hour he expected to cap- 
ture the famous outlaws. 

The.vofficer called out a sharp order 
to his men to saddle their horses and 
get ready, ‘Even as he did so, a dark 
feure leaped out of the darknéss into 
the light of the campfire. It was 
Halibi. With a shont of triumph, he 
flung himself upon the hated Turk 
and plunged his dagger into his breast 
to the hilt. Then, before the aston- 
ished soldiers could move hand or 
foot, he sped away into the darkness. 

The young outlaw performed many 
such deeds as he grew into manhood 
in the wild, free life of the mountains. 
He became a giant in stature and a 
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deadly accuracy of his aim made him 
feared by-evén the bravest of the 
Turkish soldters. 

After some years Halibi’s comrade 
was smuggled out of the country by 
Christian friends and came to New 
York, where he now lives. But Halihj 
chose to stav in Syria and feed ful] 
his ancient grudge against the Turk. 
He still Hves there in the mountains, 
and his fame is greater than ever. 

Every now and then a few dead 
or dying Mohammedans ate found jn 
the streets of Beirut some dark nicht 
They have been shot or stabbed a few 
moments before, and yet there 18 no 
trace of their slayer. Nobody doubtc 
who he is. Sometimes the dying vic- 
tim manages to gasp, “Halibi!” but 


Halibi has killed over sixty Moslems} 
during these night incursions into} 
Beirut. He is still in the ccalanguatl 
The Turkish authorities have never 
been able to catch him, although he| 
has frequently given them notice of | 
his intentions. He will write te them | 
and say that he is coming into the | 
city during a certain week to kill cer-| 
tain men, whom he names. Hundreds | 
of soldiers may be on the watch for| 
him, and the men whom he has sen- | 


tenced to death may be guarded night 
and day, but somehow or other Halibi | 
will manage to carry out his purpose | 
within the appointed time. 

He does not kill Mohammedans in-| 
discriminately. He picks his men, and | 


murders only those whom he deems to | ¥ 


be deserving of death. If a Moslem.

oppresses or murders a Christian, or 
maltreats a Christian woman, Halibi 
is told of it, and sooner or later he 
wreaks vengeance. 

The entire’ Christian population of 
Beirut and vicinity are at his service, 
to act as his spies, send him money 
and food, and warn him of the move- 
ments of the soldiers sent against him. 
Yet he never trusts anybody abso- 
lutely. Nobody, even among his 
closest friends, knows where he sleeps 
and lives. 

Some time ago Halibi’s New York 
friends bought him several fine guns 
and revolvers. They were sent in care 
of a Christian at Beirut. The Turkish 
customs officers opened the package, 
“tumbled to the game,” and, natu Wy, 
confiscated the weapons. 

Halibi was indignant when he heard 
the news. “Unless you give up those 
guns at once,” he wrote to the head 
of the customs, “I will come into 
Beirut some night and kill you.” 

The guns were given up.

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A MARRIAGE FEAST IN MOROCCO 


OWHERE else in the world is 
the condition of women more 
degraded than in Morocco. 
Among some of the Berber 

tribes they are yoked to the plow 
with the ox and the mule. Among 
the higher classes they are not allow- 
ed to leave the four whitewashed walls 
of a stuffy, hotly-scented harer®, which 
is forbidden by law to have a window 
opening upon the street. 

But though the Moorish woman. 
whatever be her rank, is Ordinarily a 
slave, there is one occasion upon 
which she reigns supreme. It is her 
marriage. 

Imagine a pretty child of fifteen or 
sixteen, with lustrous dark brown 
eyes, a lovely olive complexion with

But 
the marriage feast is lively enough. 
The Moors are great _ believers 
in eating and drinking. The back- 
bone of the banquet is the great 
dish of cuscussu, the national dish of 
Morocco, which seems to be a con- 
glomeration of almost everything that 
a civilized man does not want to eat. 
Chickens, fish, goat, mutton, sticky 
preserved fruits, cups of sweet green 
tea, and iced cakes, are served in gen- 
erous profusion; and the unhappy 
stranger is forced to taste all of them. 
Every traveler in Morocco remarks 
upon the curious flavor of soap in the 
food he gets; it is most distinct in the 
wedding feast. 

As the feast draws to an end, some
